The thirty-second re 
ni'wal of the l.ati nia Derby will take place on the 
sixth div of the meeting. June 13. Manager John 
Ilachnieister bits |iorfoetod arrangements with the 
railroads leading into Covington and Cincinnati 
troui all parts of the country, for an especially low 
rate < 'ii the day Ibis great event is to l>e run. There 
is every Indication that all records for attendance 
oil I.atonia Derby- day will lie broken this season. 

The Louisville meetings this season present a 
plain forecast of what may lie expected at La- 
tonlH. Inasmuch as all attendance records were 
bioken here both for Kentucky Derby day and 
Kentucky Handicap day. 

The book program for the first week's overnight 
races will lie issued within tlie next few days for 
distribution among the horsemen at Douglas Park 
and also at other tracks in the ensl and Canada. 

Luke MeLilke. winner of the Keii'ueky Handi- 
cap, probably will go to the post igaln next Satur- 
day at Douglas Park in tie Memorial Handicap, 
six furlongs. In-fore he Is shipp'd east and thou 
to Canada to run in the Dorval Derby. In this 
latter race la- will meet for tin- lii t time tlie 
Kentucky Derby winner, old Ito - bud. Mr. Schorr 
at -i lias Leooharo.s and Vandeigrifl in tlie Memorial 
Handicap, but it is probable that the record break- 
ing Kentucky Handicap winner will earn- bis colors 
in n-'Xt Saturday’s^ valuable stake, which ha fifty 
nominations at $15 each, with a X.si i.ming fee 
and $2,000 in added money. With Luke McLukc to 
go and Meridian. Drear Britain and Hawthorn among 
the other almost certain starters, there is a chance 
that the Kentucky record at six furlong.-. 1:10%, 
will be broken.

WONDERFUL STEEPLECHASING VETERANS. 



The question is often asked whether Manifesto 
holds the record for the number of times lie ran 
iu the Liverpool Grand NalionaJ. The old hero ran 
fourth to Wild Man from Borneo (Decider — Wild 



Duck), ran unplaced to The Soarer, won the follow- 
ing year (1897). was an absentee iu 1 . 898 , won again 
in 189*1. Altogether, Manifesto ran eight tine < in 
the National, winning twice, third three times and 
once fourth. Astonishing as this record reads, ii is 
not unique, for in the earlier history of the race 
Peter Simple had a more surprising sequence, that 
horse starting eleven times, winning twice, second 
one, third twice and fourth three times. Here are 
the records of tlie twain for comparison:

By 
Knbailil from The Parisienne, and broil iu 1905 , 
The Parisian was not raced until lie was a three- 
year-old, his first win being in the Trial Handicap 
at Mentone. Ho was a live-year-old when he ac- 
counted for the Australian Cup. Good as lie proved 
himself in important handicaps. The Parisian never 
won a weight-for age race, and his last victory was 
in tile Melbourne t up. Prior to going lame a few 
days before the commencement of the Australian 
Jockey (lull's autumn meeting, he was working 
really well, but be was unable to compete iu am 
tiling and C. IVheeler has since returned him to his 
owner. — The Sydney Referee.
